Bart B. Howard, Post-Dispatch 
editorial writer and winner last 
year of a $500 Pulitzer Prize and 
national acclaim for distinguished 
writing, died at noon today of a 
heart attack, in his apartment at 
the Forest Park Hotel. 

Mrs. Howard was preparing 
luncheon in the apartment when 
she saw that her husband was ill, 
and summoned a physician. Mr. 
Howard died before the physician 
arrived. He had been in poor 
health recently, but his condition 
had not been considered critical. 

He was 69 years old, and had 
been with the Post-Dispatch since 
1919, following an earlier brief em- 
ployment on this newspaper in 
1910. His brilliant and distinctive 
writing made his work known -to 
thousands of readers, many | of 
whom did not know his name un- 
til, within the past year, he re- 
ceive@ personal publicity through 
the prize award. 

He was equally interested, and 
equally vigoroug, in his treatment 
of the most important national and 
international themes, afd in verbal, 


embroidery or persiflage in the dis- 
cussion of current fads or fashions.

CAIRO, Egypt, Feb. 12 (AP)—

headquarters announced today. 

The Middle East command re 
ported the occupation of Elgena, 
30 miles south of the Anglo-Egyp- 
tian Sudan frontier, and 25 miles 
southwest of the captured port of 
Mersa Taclai. Prisoners and equip- 
ment were reported taken. 

Farther south in Eritrea, the 
communique said, operations about 
the rail town of Cheren, 42 miles 
northwest of Asmara, “are develop- 
ing well.” A British column opera- 
tion below Cheren was said to have 
“penetrated still farther into hos- 
tile territory.” This may indicate 
that the latter forces are nearer 
Asmara than the forces. besieging 
Cheren. 

80 Guns Captured. 

“So far 80 gums have been cap- 
tured or destroyed on this front,” 
the communique said. 

The Royal Air Force command 
announced that the Cheren-Asmara 
area was subjected to a “number” 
of raids, with bomb and machine- 
gun attacks aimed chiefly at motor 
transport convoys. Northeast of 
Cheren, a supply dump was heavily 
blasted, 

One of the heaviest attacks yet 
carried out by the South African 
air force was said to have been 
made Feb. 10 against Afmadu, in 
Italian ‘Somaliland.

Editorial Writer, Dies at 69

joined the staff of the St. Louis 
Republic, as a feature writer, 
— expert and column conduc- 
or. , 

He spoke, in later years, of the 
period of his work on the Republic 
as the “Golden Age of St. Louis.” 
He had reference to the hospitality 
of Tony Faust’s and other cafes 
which then flourished, to the pre- 
prohibition variety of potables that 
were served, and to the prominence 
in the community of such figures 
as William Marion Reedy, Fred W. 
Lehmann and Rabbi Leon Harri- 
son. 

He left St. Louis, however, to 
go to Oklahoma City as editor of the 
Daily Oklahoman. He returned in 
the summer of 1919, at the invita- 
tion of George S. Johns, then ed- 
itor of the editorial page, and 
formed the prefessional connection 
which continued to his death. 

While in Joplin Mr. Howard was 
matfried to Miss Ann Picher. A 
daughter, Virginia, also survives 
him: 

Prize-Winning Editorials. 

The editorials which were the 
basis .of the Pulitzer Prize award 
are four in number, and all ap- 
in the Post-Dispatch in 
1939, that being the year covered 
by the award. First was “Europe’s 
Emperor’—Adolf Hitler. In March, 
a half-year before the outbreak of 
Europe’s war, he wrote: 

“What a vulturous ides of March 
for the ravished, murdered home- 
land which Masaryk’s genius had 
guided into the stature of a fine 
nation! The swastika flies over 
Bohemia, and Hungary comes up 
from the south to seize Carpatho- 
Ukraine, with Poland ghoulishly 
hurrying to the feast of death... . 
The continent trembles under the 
tread of Europe’s Emperor.” 

“After the Battle” was his article 
summing up the fight in the Leg- 
islature over the Kansas City po- 
lice bill. “The American people 
love a fight,” he wrote, “and the 
Missouri fight was a dandy.” “He 
recounted the efforts of the Pen- 
dergast machine to retain. police 
control, and said supporters of that 
effort in the Legislature “must go.” 
As two of these he named Repre- 
sentative H. P. Lauf and Senator 
L. N. Searcy, leaders .in the: cur- 
rent attempt to seize the governor- 
ship. 

“The Golden Age” was a tribute 
to. scientific. and. industrial . ad- 
vancement as shown. in the then 
opening New York World’s Fair. 
“The Kingdom of Démocracy” de- 
scribed and ‘weighed the appear- 
ance of President Roosevelt and 
Chief: Justice Hughes before Con- 
gress in observance of the anni- 
versary of -the Constitution. - From

Farewell to College. 

The whimsical style that made 
Bart Howard’s writing delightful 
to readers was well illustrated in 
his account, written at the time 
of a Williams College degree award 
last summer, of the circumstances 
of his departure from the-college. 

He said that, so well as he could 
recall it, the trouble centered 
around a question on an examina- 
tion paper, namely: “Do you agree 
with Plutarch’s version of the cir- 
cumstances leading up to the exe- 
cution of Theramenes?” 

He continued: 

“*No,’ I shouted as violently as 
one can shout in pen and ink. ‘No, 
a thousand times, No!’ I went on 
to say that, since I had not read 
Plutarch’s long-winded yarn, it was 
manifestly impossible for me to 
agree with a single statement. 

“‘Everybody is a hero to Pilu- 
tarch,’ I remarked. ‘But let’s look 
at this psuedo-reformer Thera- 
menesg in the light of the facts of 
history. He crashed the front page 
by accusing Pericles of being a 
crook. There probably was some 
graft in those lovely marble col- 
umns, but nobody ever pinned any- 
thing on Pericles. 

“*What happened ‘when they sent 
Theramenes down to Sparta to 
bring back a peace treaty?’ I asked 
my examiner. ‘The first thing the’ 
Athenians saw was Mrs. Thera- 
menes dripping in diamonds while 
Theramenes himself swung down 
the boulevard in the s&wankiest 
chariot the Golden Age ever’ saw. 
Aristophanes togk one glance at ‘it, 
exploded with laughter and, grab- 
bing Socrates by the arm, bel- 
lowed: “Old. timer, where did he 
get it?” 

“¢“T don’t know,” muttered Crit- 
ias, who had joined the poet and 
philosopher, “but I calculate to find 
out.” How Critias found out . is 
familiar to all earnest students 
who, like myself, love to burn the 
midnight oil. So they mixed up. a 
hemlock teddy. for Theramenes; 
and there his story ends, and here’s 
a good place for me to stop.’

Revenues from 
such property have decreased to the 
point that they do not yield a return 
to the owner, and consequently do 
not pay sufficient taxes to the city 
to meet the cost of service which 
the city is rendering. 

“Bankruptcy in many instances 
has taken place already as far as 
the individual owner is concerned. 
And if the general trend of condi- 
tions continue, bankruptcy as far 
as the city is concerned is sure to 
come.

Former German Officer 
Reports Russian Wrote 
Farewell Notes at His 
Home, Bought Pistol. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12 (AP).— 
The last friend of Gen. Walter G. 
Krivitsky to see him alive was con- 
vinced today that the former Rus- 
sian secret agent committed sui- 
cide, but other associates held to 
the belief that he had been assas- 
sinated. 

Washington police who examined 
Krivitsky’s body after it was found 
in a hotel room here Monday were 
strongly inclined to agree with the 
suicide theory advanced by the Rus- 
sian’s friend, Eitel Wolf Dobert. 

Dobert, a former German army 
officer now living in a log cabin 
near Charlottesville, Va., said Kri- 
vitsky spent from Thursday until 
Sunday with him and while there 
penned the three farewell notes) 
found beside his body. Dobert said 
he helped Krivitsky buy a .38-cali- 
ber pistol in Charlottesville. A 
weapon of the same type was at 
Krivitsky’s hand when his body 
was discovered. 

At Charlottesville, Charies Hen- 
shaw, employe of a local hardware 
store, identified the weapon found 
beside the body as the one he sold 
Friday to a man who registered the 
pistol in the name of “Walter 
Paref of Baboursville, Va.” A box 
of 50 bullets were sold with the 
weapon.

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Pitching Machine, 
Tops in Control. 
ASEBALL men will follow 
with interest the Cardinals’ 
spring training camp experi- 
ment with Byron Moser’s pitch- 
ing machine. According to pre- 
sent plans, one of the machines 
will be placed a. Waterfront 
Park, where the Redbirds train, 
to give the players extra batting 
practice. The average training 
camp pitcher is a strong-armed 
young man with much speed and 
not too much control. If he gets 
three pitches out of five in the 
strike zone, his control is good. 
Moser’s pitching machine will 
throw more than 90 out of each 
100 pitches into a bar-el. That 
means that there will be few 
wasted pitches'ard batters will 
get many times as much hitting 
practice in the allotted time.

“It certainly will give them 
plenty of practice swinging,” th 
Old Sergeant replied.

But I counted 
and found that when I got to 
four, the ball started toward me 
and after that I had more luck 
hitting. 

“There is so much difference, 
though, between a ball coming 
out of a machine, and a ball 
pitched by a smart pitcher, who 
tries to catch hitters off balance, 
that the machine may bother 
some hitters. It'll be an inter- 
esting experiment, however. The 
baseball world has been looking 
for years for pitchers with con- 
trol. It certainly has one in 
this machine. But the boys’ll 
still ‘have to fight harder for 
their base hitg when the bell 
rings and the pitcher starts 
throwing for keeps, mixing them

HIS is boy scout week. I 
T don’t know all that you are 

supposed to do in the suc- 
cession of institutional weeks and 
days that have come upon us but, 
insofar as the purpose is to call 
attention to the national value of 
the Boy Scouts, I don’t know how 
to do enough. 

It is not disloyal to my own or 
younger generations up tothis time, 
but the unquestioned superior class 
of these kids who are going into 
the army today merely confirms 
my random observations of con- 
tinued improvement in our crop of 
boys for many years.

Scout Activity. 

All of this put together, however, 
cannot obscure the tremendous un- 
obtrusive influence of the Boy 
Scout activity, where kids absorb 
a cult of mental, moral and phys- 
ical decency—not so much by being 
preached to or lectured, not all by 
punishment, but by being gently 
led and convinced by example and 
enjoyable practice in their ‘own 
groups. I think that it is one of 
the greatest of all the great things 
that are going on in this country, 
just as I think the CCC camps are, 
and as I am very sure the forma- 
tion of these hundreds of thousands 
in the selective service army ‘is. 

Things taught to kids stick, and 
what is being taught to these boys 
and young men is almost exclusive- 
ly to the good, and very wide jn 
its application. Maybe these new 
crops of young humanity aren't 
being sufficiently toughened on the 
old root, hog or die, “survival of 
the fittest” and “devil take the 
hindmost” formulas, but maybe 
even that is to the good. They cer- 
tainly are more pleasing to the eye, 
ear and mind than those who were

NCE again, in dealing with the 
0 lease-lend bill, we are confront- 
ed with the perennial difficulty 
of the American Government.

Feeble Fire From Shore Batteries 


Italian Defense Guns Countered Ineffectively 
15 Minutes After British Shelling Began, 
He Says—Fleet’s Withdrawal Protected by 
British Fighter Planes. 


LONDON, Feb. 12 (AP). 

HE British naval attack on 

Genoa at dawn Sunday com- 

pletely surprised the Italians 
and it took their shore batteries 
15 minutes to open up, the Ex- 
change Telegraph Agency’s special 
correspondent with the fleet. said 
in a delayed dispatch received yes- 
terday, 

When the shore defenses did 
open up, the correspondent said in 
the dispatch written Monday, 
“their firing was as feeble. as it 
was badly aimed.” 


“No more than 20 shells were 
fired. at the British ships and not 
one pitched nearer than 500 yards,” 
the dispatch went on. “As. we 
steamed up the Gulf of Genoa to 


jattack we saw. no patrolling ships 


or aircraft and the much-vaunted 
E-boats, if any were in the neigh- 
borhood, remained in harbor. 

“When the big British warships 
left their base and turned east- 
ward into the Mediterranean only 
a handful aboard knew Vice Ad- 
miral Sir James Somerville’s~ in- 
tentions, but the following notice 
soon appeared in the ships’ daily 
orders: “There is a possibility that 
the ship may be in action tomor- 
row morning.” — 


Mist Along Coast. 


The vessels steamed up the Gulf 
of Genoa about dawn and “high 
snow-capped peaks of a mountain 
range appeared suddenly out of the 
thick white mist which blanketed 
the coastline,” the dispatch ‘said. 

“The .coast looked pleasantly 
peaceful in the gathering day and 
I thought of the tremendous shock 
which awaited the sleeping fort- 
ress as the. gray guns in the fore 
turrets were elevated silently . .

As the Malaya’s guns biazed 
away at objectives in the inner 
harbor, “choking clouds ef smoke 
and cordite fumes swept over us, 
Doors were blown off and cabins 
were wrecked by the concussion.”

The Law on Unseating a Governor. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE letter by “One Angry Democrat,” 

published Monday, made this writer 
Another Angry Democrat. My anger is 
caused by so incorrect and misleading a 
statement. 

“One Angry Democrat” stated his law- 
yer advised him that if, after the certifi- 
cation of the Speaker of the House, Mr, 
Donnell were “inauguratéd and seated as 
Governor, the only way in which the 
Legislature could remove him from that 
office would be by impeachment.” That 
statement is not supported by either the 
Missouri Constitution or the statutes. 

Article VII of the Constitution of Mis- 
souri is the sole constitutional provision 
for impeachment of any public officer. 
Section 1 of: that article provides that 
“the Governor shall be liable to im- 
peachment for high crimes or misde- 
méanors and for misconduct, habits of 
drunkenriess or oppression in office.” 
Impeachment cannot be had for any 
other reason, and most assuredly not for 
failing to receive enough votes for elec- 
tion—on a recount. 

Article VIII of the Constitution author-. 
izes election contests. Article 8 of Chap- 
ter 61 of Revised Statutes of Missouri 
(1929), Article 8 of Chapter 76 (1939), 
provides the manner of instituting and 
conducting such contests. 

But a contest of the election of the 
Governor, as of other offices, must be 
instituted by a person. See Section 10361 
(1929) or Section 11654 (1939) of the Mis- 
souri Revised Statutes. 

There is no provision of law for such 
a proceeding to be begun by the Legis- 
lature, although the Legislature must 
hear, try and determine all contests in 
relation to the office of Governor. 

Complete statutory provision is made 
for the case of an inaugurated Governor 
who is later found to have not been duly 
elected. 

It is found in Section 10340 of the 1929 
Revised ‘Statutes of Missouri (11633 of 
the 1939). That section is as follows: 

“In every case of a pending contested 
election, the person holding the certifi- 
cate of election may give. bond, qualify 
and take the office at the time specified 
by law, and exercise the duties thereof 
until the contest shall be decided; and 
if the contest be decided against him, 
the court or other tribunal deciding the 
same shall make an order for him to 
give up the office to the successful party 
in the contest, and deliver to him all 
books, records, papers, property and ef- 
fects pertaining to the office, and may 
enforce such order by attachment or 
other proper legal process.” 

If “One Angry Democrat” has correct- 
ly quoted his lawyer’s Opinion, he should 
seek other counsel for any important 
legal matter requiring attention. 

His accusation that “the newspapers 
have not been telling the truth” is un- 
justified and without foundation. 

The St. Louis newspapers have repeat- 
edly pointed out the correct and legal 
method of determining the Donnell-Mc-

Senator Allen McReynolds has introduced in the 
Legislature a bill whose purpose is to prevent the 
spread of congenital syphilis, with its toll of physical 
and mental disabilities and death. By means of blood 
tests of prospective mothers, for whieh this bill pro- 
vides, the presence of syphilis can be detected. If the 
treatment required by the bill is begun at once in 
cases where it is needed, more than 90 per cent of 
the infants will be born free of the disease. 

What this means in terms of human lives has 


of the St. Louis Medical Society and head of the 


official sources, Dr. Cady has computed that 1800 
children with congenital syphilis are born in Missouri 
annually, and that 600 of these die in infancy. To save 
the high proportion of these lives that medical sci- 
ence can save if given an opportunity, to insure that 
Missouri children are born free of this infection, 
will surely be a service of inestimable value to the 
people of the State.

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THE “BRANDING IRON” BILL AGAIN. 

Fearful as the Jefferson City situation is, it is not 
bad enough to prevent the biennial intfoduction of 
the so-called “branding iron” primary bill.

ion that if the United States is to aid Britain eftec- | 


tively, we should, to use his words, “provide her with 
from five to 10 destroyers a month.” 

With much of Mr. Willkie’s statement there can 
be little argument. When he says that substantial aid 
to Britain offers the best chance for us to keep out 
of the war, he expresses a conclusion which millions 
of Americans: have reached. When he says that if 


we are to help Britain we should make this aid effec- 
tive, he speaks only common sense. When he comes 


{out frankly for open dealings, aboveboard and by 


law, with Britain, instead of the devious methods 


that have been practiced, he takes a stand that in- 
evitably appeals to the American sense of honesty. 

Such a transfer of war equipment, materials and 
supplies as Mr. Willkie proposes is clearly antici- 
pated by the lease-lend bill. Indeed, ita very purpose 
is to make legally possible transfers of this sort by 
executive action. When the bill passes, the declared 
national policy with respect to aid for Britain will 
be for the President, acting on the expprt advice of 
our military and naval command, to make trans- 
fers of equipment and supplies. which they decide 
we can spare without weakening our own defenses. 

Mr. Willkie’s criticisms of the bill are, so far as 
they go, good. The authority which the bill would 
grant the President is, in the very nature of things, 
so great that the seemingly “all-inclusive” phrases to 
which Mr: Willkie objects certainly should come out. 
These include, for example, the word “facility,” 
which, Mr. Willkie thinks, might be construed to es- 
tablish control over the press and communication. 

He makes no mention of a no-convoy limitation, 
however, and here is where his statement fails, in 
our judgment, to ask for a needed safeguard. An 
American destroyer leased to Britain, manned by 
British sailors and flying the British flag, is one 
thing. An American war vessel, manned by an 
American crew and flying the Stars and Stripes, 
convoying supplies to the British ports, presents a 
vastly different situation, capable of producing an 
altogether different problem. 

The sinking of the first might pass —— un- 
noticed. The sinking of the second would almost in- 
evitably produce a war fever in this country. 

Mr. Willkie’s testimony is strong and eloquent. « It 
states a situation of which the American people are 
well aware. They know that grave dangers beset us, 
whatever happens. They have decided that a vital 
part of our national defense is sustaining Britain, 
and they are making ready to approve the lesat-lene 
bill to that end. 

This in no way alters their insistence upon peace 
or their firm conviction that we must not strip our- 
selves in aiding Britain. When the Jease-lend bill 
becomes law, one of the first things for the Presi- 
dent to guard against will be the depletion of our own 
defenses through too frequent transfers to Britain. 

Mr. Willkie’s “five to 10 destroyers a month” serves 
the highly useful purpose of directing public atten- 
tion mow to the question of the extent of the aid—a 
problem which the country will face immediately on 
enactment of the lease-lend bill. 
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PETER COOPER. 

One of Abraham Lincoln’s greatest addresses be- 
fore his election to the presidency was that deliv- 
ered on Feb. 28, 1860, at Cooper Union, New York 
City. It is a historical coincidence that the man 
who founded that unique institution, Peter Cooper, 
was also born on Feb. 12, just 150 yéars ago today. 

The achievements of Peter Cooper, inventor, phi- 
lanthropist and civic leader, in his 92 years have 
been all too little honored by posterity. He built 
the Tom Thumb, America’s first successful steam 
engine. His mills made the first structural iron for 
fireproof buildings, and some of the first iron rails. 
An associate and backer of Cyrus Field, he had much 
to do with the Atlantic cable’s success. As a New 
York Alderman, he was among the first to advocate 
paid fire and police departments, pure water and 
public schools. Having had little education as a 
youth, he decided, on attaining wealth, to create a 
great free school for training workers in sciencéd, en- 
gineering and art. In the years since 1857, many 
thousands of young men and women have received 
technical schooling there, and 2100 are attending its 
Classes today. 

Peter Cooper once stated his. pred in these words: 
“I have always recognized that the object of business 
is: to make money in an honorable manner.’I have 
endeavored to remember that the object of life is to 
do good.” These words, to -which he adhered, are 
worth remeinbering’ on this remarkable man’s ses- 
quicentennial.

E must draw closer to Latin America! 

During the past year this argument 

has been rehearsed repeatedly. A pro- 
cession of American reporters has visited 
various capitals of Latin America to discover 
that the Nazis are in a position to take 
contro] at any minute. It would not be sur- 
prising if the American public had been 
scared out of its wits. 

But the problem yet remains: Just ex- 
actly what is the United States to do to 
get closer to Latin America? The adminis- 
tration has proposed and abandoned an 
enormous cartel scheme; it has made loans, 
One thie is obvious: we ought to buy from 
Latin America more than we do. But a 
belief has arisen that we cannot buy more 
than we do because the products of Latin 
America are competitive with ours, We can- 
not absorb Latin American meat, grain, cot- 
ton ang wool since we are deviled with sur- 
pluses of our own. 

It is not commonly known that during the 
past 40 years we have either cut down or 
stopped altogether the importation of a 
number of important raw materials from 
Latin America and have gone elsewhere for 
them. These products are rubber, coconuts 
and cocoa. Next to them is a long list of 
other imports including tannins, hard fibers 
and quinine. 

Once Latin America was the only source 
for these imports; in recent years, however, 
the cultivation of these crops has been 
transferred to Africa and the East Indian 
tropics. Seeds and plants were taken from 
Latin America—sometimes smuggled out— 

their culture commenced on distant plan- 
tations. The British, French and Dutch 
governments aided this work by subsidy; 
Plantation management was efficient and 
the cultivation scientifically carried on. 

Meanwhile, the culture of these crops in 
Latin America declined and in some cases 
died out altogether. In the end, American 
importers found themselves dependent on 
far-distant sources and forced to pay prices 
controlled by great cartels. At this present 
moment, the United States Government fears 
that our Far EKastern supply of rubber may 
be cut off; if we want to promote close re- 
lations with Brazil, we might well aid her in 
the resuscitation of rubber culture. We con- 
sume more than half of the rubber pro- 
\ duced in the world. 

Quinine today is listed as one of the 
“strategic” -materials, but quinine culture 
was taken away from Latin America 25 years 
ago. Peanuts are a native American crop, 
but even the goober has been transplanted 
to the Far East and we import 35 per cent 
of our needs, or at least we did during 1938,

lem of selling its harvests from fields, 
mines and forests. Stretching from the 
Rio Grande south to Tierra del Fuego is a 
great frontier territory, the largest and 
richest in the world. Agriculture, not indus- 
try, produces the wealth of this immense 
frontier territory. A resident Nazi agent 
after the fourth or fifth drink is likely to 
tell you that the best of the Goebbels propa- 
ganda is a sorry substitute for solvent ex- 
port markets. The United States can pro- 
vide those markets. 

There are many neglected Latin American 
crops and products which we must, in any 
case, import. Today, as never before, we 
can buy Latin American goods. We must 
buy them if these Americas are to develop 
or indeed to survive. Our per capita fnm- 
ports from Latin America as a whole are 
probably not more than $3 per year. Should 
we fill half our proved import needs of 
American crops from American sources, this 
figure would bt tripled within one year.

No Political Threats. 


HEN, second, no real effort 
was made at any time to herd 
House members into line with 
the usual threats of political pun- 
ishmient and promises of political 
reward. The White House has 
always been free with these in the 
past and a good many men around 
the President, unprepared for the 
passive abandonment of such use- 
—* wes ons, were rather disturbed 
y it. 
Their reaction was nicely ex- 
pressed by an over-excitable New 
Dealer, who asked, somewhat plain- 
tively, “Why in God’s name don’t 
they trot out the judgeships?” Even 
now, while people not in the Gov- 
ernment should be gladdened by 
the President’s altered ways, there 
are plenty of influential adminis- 
tration personages who are frank- 
ly depressed. 
The most important episode pr2- 
ceding the lease-lend fight in the 
House was the bipartisan confer- 
ence on the bill called by the Presi- 
dent some weeks ago, at the sugges- 
tion of Speaker Rayourn. During 
this conference, House Republican 
Leader Joseph W. Martin Jr. asked 
the President what the aims of the 
bill were. The President replied, 
simply, “The aim is to help the 
British to whip Hitler.” He added 
that if Congress would give him 
sufficient authority for this pur- 
pose, he was “perfectly willing”. to 
accept any amendments Congress 
thought desirable, 

It was this response of the Presi- 


ments, to avoid any authorization 
of convoys, to put a time limit on 
the bill and to require tri-monthly 
reports to Congress, were adopted 
in the House *oreign Affairs Com- 
mittee. Then, when the bill came 
to the floor, a sort of special steer- 
ing committee was formed, includ- 
ing Rayburn and the House Demo- 
cratic leader, John W. McCormack; 
the chairman of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee, Sol Bloom; the commit- 
tee “member who did most of the 
real work, Representative Luther 
A. Johnson, and several others. This 
committee met every morning, to 
consider the program for the day’s 
session. 

As has been said already, the 
committee reached its decisions on 
its own hook, so far as the Presi- 
dent was concerned. Liaisons were 
maintained, however, with Repre- 
sentative James Wadsworth and 
the other House Republicans in 
favor of aid to Britain, and with 
Senator Walter F. George and the 
other Senate managers of the bill. 
The most controversial amendment 
approved by the steering commit- 
tee, to limit the value of existing 
war materials to be transferred 
under the bill to $1,300,000,000, orig- 
inated simultaneously in both 
House and Senate. There was feel- 
ing for something of the sort in 
the House. At the other end of 
the capital, the Senate managers 
became aware that Senator Ar- 
thur H, Vandenberg and = several 
other non-interventionists proposed 
to charge the President with ask- 
ing power “to give away the navy.” 
The amendment cheating the Mich- 
igan Senator of his oration was a 
joint House and Senate project.

it seems silly for a health col- 
umnist to warn that this is the 
season of broken hips — in the 
elderly, a very serious condition.

But the “I should have known bet- 
ter” is a monumental warning. 
Know better and act on it. Take 
all the precautions you can. 


I have long preached ‘hat most 
accidents are due to carelessness, 
not ignorance. The tragedy of the 
roach powder deaths in Pitts- 
burgh illustrates it. Last year I 
said in this column that sodium 
fluoride is a good roach powder 
because it is almost harmless for 
man. Manufacturers wrote me, 
protesting that all sodium fluoride 
should be labeled “Poison” on the 
can, Agreed! But naturally one 
must assume that everybody will 
realiz that if sodium fluoride will 
kill roaches, enough of it will kill 
aman. Small ‘amounts are not 
poisonous, but in Pittsburgh 10 
pounds were dumped in the flour 
barrel. 


Cases of roach and rat powder 
poisoning are not due to ignorance 
but carelessness. “They should 
have known better.”

ONE OF THE hazards of modern 
life during the winter and spring 
months is carbon monoxide gas 
pouring from the exhaust of a 
motor in a closed garage. Every- 
body knows this. They know it 
takez very little, but still the ac- 
cidents occur. They will warm up 
the motor with the ¢csors closed 
before going out. 


Safety councils have found that 
most automobile accidents occur 
with drivers of the age group be- 
tween 15 and 30. Their skill is far 
higher than that of the drivers in 
the higher age groups. But it is 
their very skill that leads them 
into trouble. They take chances. 
They want to show off. They get 
impatient at the more conserva- 
tive drivers in traffic. 


The drivers between 30 and 50, 
in fact up to 60 or over, show a 
smaller accident record. They have 
far less skill. But they realize 
their deficiencies, and take fewer 
chances. They are less likely to 
be in a hurry and less likely to get 
angry. They are wholesomely 
afraid. So they get by unscathed 
more often. “They know better” 
and act on the knowledge. 


Questions and Answers. .- 
Mrs. R.: (1) What vitamins and 
foods are necessary for good eye- 
sight?

Answer—(1) The yellow-colored 
vegetables as carrots, corn, apricots, 
contain carotene, which produces 
Vitamin A in the body.

Some 
oculists believe that Vitamin B ob- 
tained in cereals and Vitamin D ob- 
tained in cod liver oil, will prevent 


astigmatism, but it is debatable. 


(2) No vitamins that I know of 
will prevent colds. Vitamin A is 
supposed to have something to do 
with infection but there is no cer- 
tainty about it. (3) No vitamins 
have anything to do with tumors 
and people should not monkey with 
such foolish forms of treatment 
and waste valuable time.

The club suit was immediately at- 
tacked and to declarer’s disappoint- 
ment, the non-break was revealed. 
There was no chance to fulfill the 
contract without clearing clubs, 
however, so declarer played a third 
round. West meanwhile discarded 
one spade and one heart. Now 
East, on lead with the club queen, 
was in quite a dilemma for the best 
return. He strongly suspected that 
declarer had the diamonds stopped 
again, but, considering West's dis- 
cards, it seemed futile to shift to 
any other suit. Hence, hoping 
against hope, East returned his re- 
maining diamond. Then, of course, 
it-was all over. Declarer won, en- 
tered dummy with a spade, and 
cashed the rest of the clubs and 
two more spade tricks, fulfilling his 
contract with an extra trick. 

In situations of this type it is dif- 
ficult enough for a defender in 
East’s position to know whether to 
return his partner’s original lead 
or to shift to a new suit. It is a 
great deal more difficult when the 
other defender obscures the issue 
with unimaginative discards. The 
moment Hast played the diamond 
king on the first trick, West knew 
that declarer had started with the 
ace’and queen of diamonds. West 
also knew that dummy’s club suit 
was good for at least five tricks. 
There was an overwhelming proba- 
bility that declarer had the spade 
ace, hence it was extremely easy 
for West to count that declarer had 
a total of at least nine tricks in 
clubs, spades, and diamdnds,.. That 
being so, West should have seized 
the opportunity to discard from the 
very suit he had opened, namely, 
diamonds. This would have con- 
veyed the clear message that he

N the life of a great leader 
| there is always inspiration and 

encouragement for youth. Abra- 
ham Lincoln was a man, subject 
to the laws of life, burdened with 
all its woes, bedevilled by all its 
nuisances, tempted by all its lures, 
yet able to rise above the grief 
and stand up to acquit himself like 
aman. Lincoln was that kind of 

He knew, poverty at firsthand 
and had no fear of it. To him the 
bare cabin, the simple food, the 
coarse clothing were all a part of 
life as he knew it, and that was 
not as young people of today 
know it. His life was near to 
the earth—the hard, rough, tough 
way of nature—and that is never 
“nice.” Lincolm and nicety were 
strangers, but Lincoln and truth 
were intimate companions.

Nice? They meant suave, smooth, 
polite, pleasant to the ladies. They 
could not see that Lincoln was too 
big to allow nicety to measure him 
in any degree. His understanding, 
his sympathy, his great intelligence 
lifted him beyond the little ways 
of niggtiing folk up to gigantic 
heights where he towered like an 
oak against the sky. Where other 
men were “nice,” he was grand; 
where they were gentlemanly he 
was majestic. 

For the young people of this day, 
Lincoln’s life is an inspiration and 
a vast horizon of the spirit. He 
proved it possible to be poor, to 
lack every outward grace, to be 
without every aid toward fame and 
fortune that other men took for 
granted, and reach the highest hon- 
ors that the world can bestow. This 
he did not because of his great 
physical strength or his keen intel- 
ligence. Other men had strength 
to match his and brains as keen. 
But other men didn’t possess the 
power of his spirit. 

Spirit is something nobody “can 
explain but which everybody can 
feel. No man has ever seen it 
face to face, but everybody has 
seen its work and felt its presence. 
It is the power that rises above 
all weakness, that masters all sor- 
row and grief, and goes forward 
to the goal in unshakable faith, in 
unswervable loyalty to its elected 
cause. That was the quality that 
made Lincoln great. That is the 
quality that will make another Lin- 
coln, in another day—our day.
